small quantity of provisions, nnd at 7 
o'clock that evening, towered away, lu tho 
hurry of departure, nearly ill I of our nautical 
instruments wero left on board, and, in laet 
many articles absolutely necessary.

were thruo boats lowered,the lirst under tho 
ouaituaud of Captain Robbins, tho secoiiil 
commanded by myself, and tho third in 
ulmrgu of Mr. We.bb, tho second mate. Each 
contained seven men. Mr. Webb, asserting 
that hi> knew tho situation better than wo 
did, parted company almost immediately, 
anil it heinji thoii unite dark, we lay inidei 
the lee- ot the land until morning. The sea, 
at tho time wo left tho ship, was breakinic 
over her tore yard, and during the night 
she beat to piocos ou the rocks: The next 
morning the last vestigo of the Uoldou Hind 
had disappeared, and a search, which con- 
tinued two days, was mado for the other 
boat, hut no trace of her could be .scon. \Vo 
have long ere this conPhule.il that sho was 
swamped, and that her entire crow wero 
drowned. 
I'pou uviiiniiuition it was found 


tiiat wu had a small box and :i bag of hard 
bread, tho latter soaked with sea water, 
about twenty cans of beef, a little tea and 
coll'oe. An allowance ot one cracker to 
each man, and one can of beef to fourteen 
Wiirt lit first issued, but 
thi.-l speedily dr>- 
eroas-ed to hall' u

week. 


WITHOUT V OOMl'ASS. 


A few days after we left the wreck, tho 


Captain's boat was swamped and we lost 
our compass, tho only instrument we luu 
and a quantity ot the provisions. An at- 
tempt was mado to reach Sandy Point, a 
Chilian convict settlement, anil Iho coaling 
station of the i'acilio Mail sTeamers, about 
two-thirds tlio way through the straits of 
Magellan, but oureouise could only be de- 
termined by the sun anil .stars. 
It was then 


mid-winter, tho mountains along the coast 
wero covered with snow and ice, and tho 
mercury must- have been several degrees 
below zero. 
We pulled close to tho hint 


working »H night iu lair weather, and dur- 
ing a heavy blow landing and going into 
camp. There 
were plenty of scrub I rcrs 


along thyi coast, and ;ut wo wero provided 
with two hatchets and a good supply of 
matches, ;i tire was always to be procured. 
During theso 
visits 
we secured 
quite, 


a good supply of shell 
(i.sli resembling 


tho mussel, but 
wo lound t h a t this d'^ct 


bio'.'ght on constipation, and the entire par- 
ty became unwell, 
r-'or about twenty days 


tho men held out admirably, lint in the bit- 
ter cold a number wero frost-bitten, anil 
our legs' and 
foet wero terribly swollen. 


On going into camp wo eoimtructed a tent 
of the boat's sail, aud thu ini/./on-royal sail 
with the oars. 
A Hre was built in tho 


centre anil the fourteen men .sat around it 
tho night through. 
We suffered terribly 


from th» loss ot bleep, as no ono dared tu 
remain away from the lire for fear of freez- 
ing to death, and tho tent was too small to 
hold all in a reclining position. 
At tho end 


ot the twentieth 
iia> the general debility 


from 
insnllicicnt food, and 
the extreme 


pain in our 
limbs, rendered I hi) progress 


slow, and very oltcii wo camped for several 
dn\s at a time. The allowance of bread 
had been reduced to

and very often the men did without for a 
day or two together to help out tho .supply. 
Their conduct throughout tho dreadful or- 
deal 
wa-8 most 
courngeouH. Kvery man 


rendered implicit obedience, nnd although 
the ravago.s of hunger rendered each almost 
an animal, the gcneial welfare was not lost 
sight of. 
Almost the entire nionlli of July 


was spent in pulling in what we believed to 
be the direction to Sandy Point. Tbe only 
human beings we met were an Indian mill 
two squaws in fi nttioo. They treated n.s 
cordially, and willingly exchanged a duck 
fur a small ijnuutity of tobacco, but they 
had no other provisions. 
Wo had secured 


from Iho t>hip two rillos, and one of the crew 
shot a duck, but the powder became wet 
and onr weapons wero useless. 
A dead 


duck tumid anu.ng Uio rocks was also se- 
cured and eaten, but with tho exception of 
the shell tish, this wa.s the only food we se- 
cured.

lu the latter part of July the weather lie- 


came leai fully tempestuous, anil after sev- 
eral days of fruitless buffeting A\O wont into 
our la.-^t encampment. It was n terribly 
bleak and desolate spot, shut out from the 
sea by highoHll's, and tilled with low stunt- 
ed trees. 
Wo found, however, a few roots, 


.some berries, and, strange to say, n little 
celery, and, not knowing whether Iho vege- 
tables were poisonous or not, each man par- 
took i avcnonsly of whatever ho could timl.

prevented onr 
securing 


any shell-linh, and tho few seals wo saw 
were too timid to capture, but we .secured 
water in abundance from the streams run- 
ning down tho mountain. Hero tho moil 
lioeitnio seriously ill. Their logs were swol-

which there has been more or less talk dur- 
ing Ihe last .vear, took place, amid much dis- 
order. at Wiesbaden ou tlie last Monday 
and in Homburg on the last Sunday of IS/xi, 
A correspondent of the London A'nrs, writ- 
ing Irom Wiesbaden, says that the gam- 
bling-rooms nt ttml place have never been 
so thronged as within the last few weeks of 
tho year. In the early part of tho year it 
wa.s 
thought that the edict of tho govern- 


meut could be bough! oil', but us time passed 
this hope sickened, and every one seems lo 
have been determined to be in at the death. 
During tbe last, week the press was so gvent. 
that persons were admitted only by ticket. 


Under these circumstances the 
Uunncial 


year at Weisbadcn was a very prolitable 
otic. B(. sides paying I ho usual expenses — 
which amounted to §1,001) n day, including 
the yearly tax of 200,000 florins to the gov- 
ernmcnt^-tl'c .shareholders received interest 
ou the money invested nt the rate of 107 per 
centum a year. With cert tin mollifications 
the .same tiling is probably true of the gam- 
bling places at llomlmrg and Baden-lJaucn. 


The AVira correspondent snys that a num- 


ber of tho croupiers, whom he describes as 
resembling in appearance the

banking clerk, intend now to go into some 
honest business, while others will still re- 
main in the service of M. Blanc, going to 
his rooiiis at Monaco.

TlMiso whoso 
public character depended upon the oppor- 
tunities of play furnished by them 
will, of 


course, re-sump their original condition of 
respectable dullness. 


As the rule, these gambling-places were 


visited by the Americans ns one of the 
sights of a foreign country. They formed 
part of the great moral "elephant" which 
every citi/en of this country was expected 
to see when ho went inlo foreign parts. 
They occupied the same position in the de- 
partment of ethics that Mount Vesuvius 
does in the geographical world. 
Of course, 


if one comes upon an immoral volcano it 
is n kind of grntifli n-Uoii to find it in u state 
of limiuUiioiis eruption, but so long as it is 
hopelessly extinct nobody cures very much 
about it, iu any way, anil its disappearance 
is certainly a great gain, whether one in- 
curs danger from it in the way of business 
or of curiosity. 
Beside, gambling-places 


will flourish in other parts of Knropo per- 
haps more than ever.

•ylranln, tfai delivered before tho T. M. C. 
A. of this place last evening.

T. Hall was filled to its utmost seating ca- 
pacity, by tho most respectable and appre- 
ciative audionoo wo have ever seen iu Plens- 
autville. 


Tho subject, notwithstanding its antiqui- 


ty, seemed, under tho earnest and eloquent 
treatment of the speaker, ro-invosted with 
all its normal attractions aud interest, and 
throughout tho entire delivery commanded 
and absorbed tho most profound attention. 
The most gratifying feature of tho oratory 
was tho outiro abseueo of the slightest de- 
gree of flippancy, or attempt at merely 
rhetorical flights or figures. On the con- 
trary, tlio lecturer spoke and acted as if in 
tho presence of tlio imprcsaivo historical 
personages, scenes and orents -which l»o so 
graphically depicted.

nith she maintained a mountain throne and 
boro on high tho mountain sanctuary of Je- 
hovah. The tcmplo, occupying a lofty sum- 
mit, -was distinguished for vastnosa, grace 
aud magnificenoo. Like Strasbourg steeple, 
it gave character to tho surrounding scene- 
ry, over which it spread tho wings of Di- 
vine protection. 


Next to this elevated Mountain of tho 


Lord, is its manifest antiquity; many un- 
oiout sites have boon modernized, 
but 


though Jerusalem has boon sovoutoon times 
destroyed, its battlomontod walls 
show 


many ancient carvings. Tho blocks of tho 
Temple enclosure, at tho depth of eighty 
foot below the street, betray vast 
age. 


The ruins of tho Knights of St. John, near 
the Holy Sepulebro, is undoubtedly antique, 
while Herod's Tower, was actually tho 
work of that King.
